No one who has had occasion any 
time within the past ten years to tra- 
vel between Victoria and Yale will 
deny that the present arrangoment of 
the steamboat lines — whereby tliree 
trips in place of two trips per week 
%re secured — has considerably expedit- 
ed the means of cororaunication be- 
tween the Mainland- and Island. lu 
place of passengers and cattle from the 
interior being compelled to remain two 
days, at Now Westminster awaiting 
transportation to ■Victoria--only 05 
miles distant — the detention is now but 
15 hours — and goodd and letters from 

^ this place, which formerly remained 24 
hours at New Westtninstei' awaiting 
transportation to Yale, now leave the 
former port for ujj-river a few hours af- 
ter arrival from Victoria. The .saving 
in time and expeu.so eflccted by this 
course is considerable, but we are sori-y 

. : to' liaYO;, ;^.to ■ st«(te '. that the ab- 
surclland 'exiravaga^^^^^^^ ro- 
quu-es the double handling of goods at 
New Westtoinster, and which con- 
stitutes the cliief objection to tho pro- 
sent steam service on our inland wat- 
ers, continues. The most careless .ob- 
server recognized long ago the bad 
policy of changing steamboats 'at any 
point between Victoria and Yale. For 
. at least eight month.s in tliu year a 
class of steamboats that could cross the 
gulf in any weather might land pas- 
sengers and freight at Y'ale or Victoria 
without tho ■ slightest difliculty; and 
were the navigation slightly improved 
at one or more points between Now 
Westminster and Hope .steamers could 
bo run between Victoria and Yalo all 
tho year round, except when ice jams 
should interfere, which is a very rare 
occurrence. This question of tho im- 
provemeht of the inland steam service 
is ft largo and important one. The 
direct to Yale service presents an ex- 
cellent tiold for the einjjloyment of cap- 
ital on a largo scale. Independent of 
tho public convenionco that would be 
secured by a through to Yale service, 
tliero is the'commeruial branch of the 
Bubjeutv.. to 'be .considered. Double 
handling 'of jgoods, two changes of con- 
. voyance, two wharfages, two boats, 
two crews witli all the other 
charges that remain to be added to the 
co-st of transporting passengers and 
f night, together with the extra ex- 
pense incurred by passengers and live 
stock en rouife, are matters that must 
bo taken into conbidoration, because 
with the establishment of a direct line 
one boat with one crew would perforin 
the service, and double handling, 
double wharfage and many other ex- 
penses Jibatreanlt from the existing 
system would - be done away with. 
Consequently, freight and passengers 
could be'carried between the two ports 
at a rate about one-half that now 
charged and Victoria freight and Yale 
produce, in place of being handicapped 
as at pftaent by unnecessary charges, 
would be freed from the injurious im- 
posts wbicli^.. bear so heavily upon 
them. In the heated controversy that 
arose over this matter a few weeks ago 
there was not advanced a single valid 
ar;,'uinent in opposition. There is ab- 
solutely nothing to be said against it. 
The practicability of tho service was 
demonstrated over and over again 22 
years ago, and frequently' since. The 
latest instance of its ])racticability was 
afforded last spring, when a stcatiiboaD 
made frequent trips between Victoria 
and Yale. Leaving the latter jiort in 
the morning she reached Victoria in 
the afternoon, of. .the same day. There 
were na -detentions on the way, al- 
though 'every important landing on the 
route was made. Want of capital 
drove tho boat off the route be- 
fore tho freighting season had fairly 
opened, A direct line of steamboats 
from Victoria to Yale is the only 
()ractical solution of tho terminus 
problem'and the only method by which 
the carriage of freight and passengers 
on our inland waters can be cheapened 
and the country reap tho full bcnetit of 
railway expenditure. Every dollar 
paid to foreign steamship owners for 
freight and passenger traffic between 
Victoria and- New Weatmiuster is so 
much wealth taken from the hands of 
local steamboat carriers and sent out of 
tho country. ' The condition of our in- 
land steam service encourages steam- 
ship owners to continue the trips, to 
New Westn)inster becau.se goods from 
San Francisco destined for Yalo are 
subjected to but one handling by being 
landed at New Westminster, while, 
were thoy landed at Victoria and sent 
hnnco by a direct boat, they would be at 
Yale before a steamship (detained by 
tide.s) could cross the saudheads and 
reach New Westminster. On the score 
of exfiedition and economy the advan- 
1 tage must ever be with a direct line; 
and- when the profit that • would 
accrue to Victoria realestate owners 
and business men from tho mainten- 
ance 'of tho commercial su| remacy of 
tliis. port is considercci, one can hardly 
estimate tho value of the indirect bene- 
fit of a through to Yale line. There 
may not" be "millions in it,." as Colonel 
BEtLERS would remark; but there is a 
rich and fertile lield for the employ- 
ment of capital ready for tho plough 
and going a-begging'for some oae to 
work it

The rarisian publishes an extract 
from the private letter of a gentleman 
who had visited tho passion play at 
Ober-Amruergau... Speaking ot the 
representation of the crucifixion, he 
says: "When all wos ready, the foot 
of tho cross was placed in a socket and 
raised by tho united efforts of tho sol- 
diers until it stood erect. An inde- 
scribable sigh, or suppressed groan, 
went forth from the audience as the 
white, well-made figure, apparently 
suspended by nails in his hands, rose 
and stood out in strong relief against 
the background. There was for a few 
moments a profound stillness, and a 
bird lit on the railing of tho inclosuro 
and piped a few notes. The play went 
on, and I watched with tho glass, hold- 
'ing niy watch in my hand. In tho 
first few minutes tho crucifietl man 
sank thrco or four inche.s, and then the 
stage trick was easily understood. 
Under tho tight-fitting shirt a band, a 
foot wide, could bo distinctly scon 
across the. chest and ribs, and this band 
was evidently attached in some way to 
tho cross behind the suspended figure. 
After ten minutes tho body had sunk 
several inches more, and the outline of 
the bands*' could bo distinctly seen 
without the glass, A spear was press- 
ed to the actor's side, and, as tho sol- 
dier rather clumsily searched for the 
spot to stab, I discovered the outlines 
of a concealed sack; at last the soldier 
found the prepared covering, broke the 
thin tissue, and 'blood' flowed from

The Baptists of Virginia boast' of 
five men wlio have held pastorates for 
upwards of 25 years. Two have held 
pastorates over 40 years, one over 37 
yeans, one 33, and one 31, 

Last year 3,200 new members wore 
added to the Baptist churches in Swed- 
en. Not vet are Baptist preachers in 
Sweden allowed by law to solemnize 
the rites of matrimoliy. 

Tho new Methodist Book Oomraittoe 
has organized by the selection of Horaer 
Eaton, of Troy, as chairman, and I. S. 
Bingham, secretary. The committee 
consists of twelve members. 

The lato United States Christian 
Commission will hold a reunion at 
Chautauqua Lake, August 7. This 
will be the first reunion since the war 
in which 5000 persons served tho Com- 
mission, 

On last Sunday, the 13th, the first 
Scandinavian Church erected west of 
the Eocky Mountains was dedicated at 
Oakland, It was erected by the Scan- 
dinavian Methodist mission, and will 
seat about 150 persons. 

Bishop Simpson will visit the Metho- 
dist Missions in Japan and China this 
summer, and will soon pass through 
this city on his way.

Tho Jews number about 
50,000 and 90,000 are attached to no 
church,

ington, D. C.

Yesterday afternoon the British bark 
Strathearn, Capt. Anderson, whose arrival 
from Hongkong with 473 Chinamen on 
board wo briefly announced in our last, 
was towed alongside Messrs. Janion & 
Co. 's wharf by the steamer Etta White. 
At about C o'clock, tlio whatf having boon 
cleared of the public Avith the oxcoption 
uf customs and police officers and news- 
paper men, tha process of discharging the 
livo freight commenced. The Chinamen 
wore landed in batches of six, each bring- 
ing bundles of heterogeneous "iktas" 
which wero oponcd and olosbljr scrutiniz- 
ed by the custom lionse authorities, ihsomo 
instances seizures of small lots of ai:ticloa 
such as tobacco, tea, now Chinese shoes 
and,now clothing wero made, but, as a 
rule, John's baggage was limited to the 
scanty outfit peculiar to travelling colas- 
tiala. Tlio capture of new shoes was prin- 
cipally conSned to those who wero the 
firat to' land, because thoso who roinainod 
on beard "twigged" tho iiiorfim operaiidt in 
the twinkling of an oye, and anyone of 
tho number ^\■ho was fortunate enough to 
have two pairs of .shoes put his uovf ones 
on and stuck his old ones in his bundle, 
Tlio aaino operation held good in the case 
of tho Chinaman with a best and second- 
best suit of clothes; corisoquentlyiTiot a few 
of thorn landed on British Columbia's 
shores in "purplo and fine linen." Wlien 
tho firat detachment of tho immigrants 
left tlio wharf for their quarters a mitnbor 
of young men availed themselves of what 
they doomed to bo a rare opportunity to 
"havo some fun" and commenced to tlirow 
stonoa ai tlio. celestials and otherwise an- 
110}' thoml But they caught a tartar in 
the person of a heathen Chinee who has 
lived in this city for some time p.ast 
and instead of their going ''for tliat 
heathen Chinee," the heathen wont 
for them, demonstrating the muta- 
bility of things mundane. Out of tho

Gkunbetta's Qroat Spooch on tho Am- 
nesty Sill. . 

Pahis, J uno 22. — Gambetta'.s great 
speech on the Amnesty Bill in the 
Cliainber of Deputies la.st evening is 
the univorsal theme of discussion and 
coiiiment in the journals to day. De- 
lat sfiys that in it ho experimented in 
the role of President of the Council and 
the experiment was a coup de maitre. 
Figaro admits that' he grew, immensely 
on this occasion, and that at tho ex- 
pouseof every one— at the, oxpen.se of 
tho Ministry, at tiio expense of tho gov- 
cninient. at tho expense of Grovy, and 
some even say at tho expense of the 
Hepublic. The general impression at 
the close was that he was- the real 
orator, the real Ministry, arid the real 
protector. Never, according to gen- 
eral opinion, says La Justice, was Gam- 
betta more iiowerful. He filled the 
Chamber. Ho seemed possessed by 
his own ardent eloquence. He 
moved up and down the trilunf 
like a caged lion, flinging himself back, 
and drawing himself up at times to his 
full heiglit, his voice growling and 
thundering at intervals. Le Soleil, 
Orleanist organ, styles him "Emperor 
of the Republic," and says, "His reign 
is commencing. Ho has effaced in a 
single day all his competitor.s, and he 
might have terminated his speech with 
the phrase "La Eepubliquo c'est' inoi et 
la Franco est moi." Le Gaulois aflccts 
to banter the orator, but is compelled 
to admit his speech was a grand one. 
Le Rappel says the impression produc- 
ed by the speech was immense, and it 
embraces quite a programme of govtrn- 
inent. La Lanternt says the effect) of 
the speech demonstrates the immense 
power of Ganibetta over the disintegrat- 
ing majority. Tiie first few words ut- 
tered by him consolidated it again, and 
all acknowledged that they had but 
one ..chief and master. Tho time thorn- 
fore has arrived for him to assiime the 
power and form his ministry. From 
the.se few extracts it will be seen that 
the description of this magnificent ora- 
torical effort already published fell 
short of rather than augmented its 
transcendent merit& .

GERMANY. ^ 

BiiitUN, .July S. — Tlio Emporor will 
leave for Ems in a few day.s. .After a 
short stay at tha Main island ho will go 
to Qastern where ho will meet the 
Emperor of Austria. Tho meeting is 
to be of a private character. 

London, July S. — A Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Times reports that the 
balance of the budget of the German 
empire during the financial year 1879, 
ending March 31st, shows ai total sur 
plus iiicomo of 899,010 marlfs. During 
Jlav the imports of wheat, corn, oats 
and muizo wore nnioli larger than the 
export.s. - Rejiorts from difl'erent pro- 
vinces of the Prussian monarchy on the 
harvest products jirove that tho alarm 
which arose after the cold days of IMay 
was in a great measure justified. The 
corn harvest wiirbo very small in all 
the northern district's, and it is rec- 
koned that only 50 per cent, of the 
ordinary harvest will be got - in. l\o- 
ports from llussia,. Hungary and Gali- 
cia also announce that it grciit de;fioib is 
expected. 

TURKEY. 
ItACJUSA, July 8. — Tho Montenegrins 
are abandoning all their positions near 
Dulcegius and marching .on Tusi and 
Podgoriza which they intend to attack 
without delay. It is said that they are 
resolved to gather tho crops in the 
fields belonging to the Albanian.s 
they advance. 

A serious affray in wlucli several 
Turks wero killed took place between 
jMusselmon of Jakosa and Christians of 
Fondcz on ncoount of acts of cruelty 
committed by the Turks. 

FRANCE. 
Pauis, July 8. — A now amnesty bill 
voted by the chamber of deputies yes- 
terday consists of a single clause as 
follows; "All peiv'ons condemned for 
participating in the insurrections of 
1870 and 1871, and who shall not have 
been pardoned uji to July llth, 1880, 
shall bo considered as amnestied, ns 
tho government intends to pardon all 
witljout exception." This bill is the 
same in effect ns tho one the senate re- 
jected. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Fuancisco, July 7. — In the po- 
lice court to-day, in a case brought by 
Alex. Kydd against W. M. Neilson for 
libel, Mayor Kalloch in tho absence of 
J udge Rix said that ho believed that 
the prosecution had not been in the 
interest of tho people, and on motion 
dismissed the case. 

San Franoisoo, July 8. — Tho town 
of Merced has been lately overrun with 
bad characters. Several shooting affrays 
have rcoently occurred, besides other 
lawless acts on the jjart of tramps. The 
citizens havo got tired of this kind of 
work and havo organized a .safety coni- 
mittee which has ordered all bad char- 
acters to leave. They are doing so in a

rOR RAISING A . MUNIOIPAL REVENUE CN REAL 
AND PERSONaIl PROPERTY IN THE YEAR 
1880. ■ ■-.■^■■^'■> ' 

1. Bo it oiiaoted by vtSa:iMayor and 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria a.s follows: — 

2. There shall bo raiHctl, loviotl and col- 
loctod in tho year 1880 upon all real and 
personal property mcntisnetl. in. tho as- 
.sossment roll in force in^fcfrS'Oi^ an equal 
rate of oight-tonths of ono.per cent, on 
the aaS&wed valiie 'tM by 
the said ^rbll. ' 

3. Tho' afoi'esaid ta.xos shall be duo and 
payable by tho person or persons liable 
for tho same to tho Collector for tho Mu- 
nbipiil '^Gouncil . at liis oftico Jn tlio Oity 
Council Chambers, Victoi'ia, on tho fif- 
teenth day of July, in the year 1880. 

4. The Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879, 
so far as tho same relates to tho imposi- 
tion of a tax or rate of oight-tonths of one 
porcen€' in the year 1880 upon .tho as- 
aos,sed value of the real and personal pro- 
perty mentioned in the assessment roll 
for the time being, in force is hereby re- 
pealed pi-ovidinp; always that all paj'monts 
of the .laid rate for tho year 1880 already 
inado by any person or persons shall be 
doalt with in tho same .inauner and bo ns 
valid in all respects ' as" if the same had 
been made after the passing ot this By- 
law and under tho provisions thereof. 

5. The special rate imposed by the 
AVator Works 'Debenturo and Reyenuo 
Bylaw, 1877i and by thb Bylaw to author- 
ize the raising of twenty thousand dol- 
lai-8, 1878,' shall cotitinuo to be raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under tliis Bylaw 
and shall bo applied to tho purposes speci- 
fied in tho said Bylaws respectively. 

6. Tho annual tax authorized to bo as- 
sessed, levied and collected by thoVictoria 
Koad Tax Bylaw, 1877, as amended by 
tho Victoria Roiid Ta.x Amendment By- 
law, 1877i shall continue to bo assessed, 
levied andi' joUeoted { ialla3<l|fci6h to; tho 
rates aiidJ'tffxes miposed'Sy tliis Bylaw" 
and shall form part of the general Muni- 
cipal Revenue. 

7. Clause 10 "The Victoria Revenue 
By]aw,1879," is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out tlio word 'i three '.' immediately 
before tho word "^caleiidar " in tho .last 
lino tliwoot and inserting iu ' lieu.'ithereof- 
tho word "one." 

8. Schedule A of "Tho Victoria Reve- 
nue Bylaw, 1879," is liureby amondod by 
inserting therein after the words "Every 
jiroprietor or mau.tger of any thoatro with- 
in tho City limits tor a single entertain- 
ment $5" tlie following words " and for a 
week §15," and by inserting therein after 
tho words "and for the minor exhibitions 
for single entertainnlonts §2 50 ''""tho fol- 
lowing words " arid for a wcefi'^S? 50." 
And by striking out tho figures §10 after 
the words " ovory commercial traveller" 
and inserting in lieu thereof the figures 
820. 

9. Tlio Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879, 
as amcndod by tho Victoria Amendment 
Revenue Bylaw, 1879, and by this Bylaw 
shall continue in force and all licenses 
and taxes imposed thereby shall continue 
to bo collected thereunder, 

10. This Bylaw may be cited as the Re- 
venue Bylaw, 1880.
